'55 Coal Report 
Shows Ca usof of 
Min* Accidents 


COAL (CONT ): Yesterday this 
column dealt with coal production, 
the figures taken from the Illinois 
Coal Report for 1955. Delving far­ 
ther into this book reveals infor 
mation about coal mine accidents. 
Big news for Saline county is 
that there were no fatal mine ac­ 
cidents in Saline county mines dur­ 
ing 1955, a fact that was reported 
in the news columns months ago. 
There were 18 coal mining fa­ 
talities for the state as a whole, 
15 of them occurring underground 
and three on the surface. 
Underground 
fatality 
causes 
were given as follows: 
Fall of roofs and slides, 8; haul­ 
age, 4; by electricity, I; by ex­ 
plosives, I; by other causes, I. 
On the surface one was killed by 
machinery, two by railroad cars. 
There were seven fatalities in 
Franklin county, three in William 
son, three in Christian, and one 
each in Marion, Knox, Montgom 
ary, Jefferson and Randolph coun 
ties. 
By occupation, the 18 killed in 
1955 were listed like this: Airdox 
shooter I, belt cleaner I, bottom 
laborer 2, car dropper 2, driller 
I, laborer 2, loading machine help 
er 2, loading machine operator I, 
mine superintendent I, motorman 
I, recovery man I, shuttle car op­ 
erator 2, truck driver I.

There were 38 non-fatal accidents 
in Saline county mines, and the> 
occurred as follows: Sahara 5, 17; 
Peabody 43, 8; Sahara 16, 7; Sa­ 
hara 6, 4; Saxton I; and Pioneer 
(non-shipping) I. 
• • • 
The Report reveals that the year 
in which the largest number of 
men lost their lives in Illinois coal 
mines was 1910, when 406 died. 
That year 65 died in falls of roofs 
and slides, 20 in gas explosions, 
23 in haulage, three by electricity, 
17 by explosives and the huge fig 
ure of 258 by “other causes" un 
derground. 
Of the 18 killed on 
the surface, three fell down the 
shaft and six were killed on the 
cages. 
• • • 
Biggest year for deaths in gas 
exposions was 1947, when 141 lives 
were lost, followed by 1951 when 
the big West Frankfort explosion 
made the toll 119. 
There have been no gas explo­ 
sion deaths since 1951. 
And only 
three have been killed in cages 
since 1931—one in 1934, one in 
1940 and one in 1948. 
The year 1904 was a record year 
for men being killed in falls down 
a mine shaft. 
The figure was IO 
Mine deaths from this cause since 
1948 have totalled three—all in 
1954.

Queen Elizabeth Pulls Switch to 
Send Power from British A-Plant 


CALDER HALL, England (IP — 
Queen Elizabeth II pulled a switch 
today that sent 
electricity cours­ 
ing throughout Britain frorr 
the 
world’s 
first 
full-sized 
atomic 
plant. 
The ceremony unleashed a force 
of 132.000 volts into nationwide 
transmission lines from nuclear- 
powered generators that eventu­ 
ally will produce almost 100,000 
kilowatts. 


Public Response to H-Proposal Fans 
Political Fires of Both Parties 


Stevenson Plan 
Draws Rebuttal from 
Nixon, Dulles, Dewey

parties today into major debate 
on Adlai E. Stevenson’s pledge to 
strive for world agreement to end 
H-bomb tests.

Hundreds of telegrams, includ­ 
ing numbers from scientists of in­ 
ternational reputation, poured into 
Stevenson’s 
Chicago 
campaign 
headquarters 
and his 
home 
in 
Libertyville, 111. 
Physicists Approve Plan 
Five physicists at the Argonne 
National 
Laboratories, 
Lemont, 
HI., 
telegraphed 
Stevenson that 
nuclear physicists “firmly believe 
your plan far from being ’catas­ 
trophic 
nonsense' 
is 
workable, 
wise and in *he best interests of 
the United States." 
Nixon 
had 
use-" 
the phrase, 
“catastrophic nonsense," 
in con 
demning Stevenson’s plan. 
The President made passing ref­ 
erence to the proposal in a cam­ 


paign talk at Minneapolis Tues­ 
day.

politicians" were blind to admin­ 
istration efforts to dedicate atom­ 
ic power to peace. 
Dulles told

Mr. Eisenhower speaks tonight 
in Seattle on what his aides called 
a “national them e."

New Well Has 
Ample Water for 
Equality's Needs 


“There is more than enough wa­ 
ter for our needs,” declared Phillip 
DeVous, president of the Equality 
Board of Trustees, Tuesday in dis­ 
cussing the well recently drilled 
for Equality’s water supply. 
Pump tests were completeo Tues­ 
day afternoon and over a 20 hour 
period water was pumped at a rate 
of 145 gallons per minute without 
lowering the water level in the 
I stand pipe. 
And IOO gallons per 
minute will take care of Equality’s 
needs, it is said. 
The pump tests were completed 
with a representative of the state 
health department present and it 
is said the state man was more 
than satisfied with the water sup- 
! ply. 
The well, drilled by 
Quentin 
Richey of Carrier Mills, is located 
near Junction, about four miles 
from the present pumping station. 
Plans call for the awarding of 
contracts 
for 
the 
installing 
of 
pumps and laying of pipe from the 
new well within the next week, 
Mr. DeVous stated Tuesday after­ 
noon.

iature of an atomic cloud—but this

Today was the formal opening 
of Calder Hall, although its first 
reactor had been carrying on the 
atomic chain reaction for several 
months.

Nations Must Lay Foundations for 
World Peace, Dr, Jones Tells Kiwanis 


U. S. Income Up 
At Record Rate 


WASHINGTON tfv-The national 
income rose to a record annual 
rate in the second quarter of this 
year. 
The government Tuesday night 
reported the record increase oc­ 
curred despite a slump in automo­ 
bile sales and farm earnings. 
It also disclosed that industrial 
production in September climbed 
back up to last December’s record 
I rate as a result of sharp increases 
in steel production and iron ore 
output. 
Government economists estim at­ 
ed today that industrial production 
will set a new record this month 
and should continue rising for the 
rest of the year. 
A Commerce Department survey 
showed that combined rate for 
wages, salaries, corporate profits, 
rents, interest and farm income 
in the April-May-June period rose 
$3,800,000,000 or I per cent, over 
the first quarter. 
I 
If continued for a full year, this 
would amount to a record $338,- 
700,000,000, compared with $324,- 
000,000.000 last year. 
The second 
quarter rate was up $16,800,000,000 
over the corresponding period of 
1955, an increase of 5 per cent. 
Higher wages and salaries were

PHILADELPHIA (OWThe “Hog 
er” boys of tho football field were 
waned today by National Foot­ 
ball League 
Commissioner Bart 
Bell that he might jam their wave 
len|ths if their space cadet antics 
become objectionable. 


Bell left little doubt that he was­ 
n’t pleased by the hassles crop­ 
ping up already in the short sea 
son over the use of player helmets 
with built in short wave head sets 
for receiving 
instructions from 
coachee. 
The hassles 
included 
a New 
York Giants* claim they monitored 
the secret wave lengths of the 
Cleveland Browns, didn’t even need 
a codebook to decipher the plays 
and upset the defending cham­ 
pions. Then, there were the bleats 
of die lies'Angeles Rams that they 
weren’t given the equipment to 
operate 
their broadcasts 
from 
bench to backfield. 


No Place in Football 


"In my 
opinion,” 
Bell said, 
“those things don’t belong in foot 
ball. 
Of course, the rules per­ 
mit coaching from the sideline, and 
that’s coaching. 


"I repeat, that's my opinion. 
They don’t belong. But if there’s 
any change to be made in the 


rules, that’s up to the owners at 
the next league meeting.” 
But Bell left hanging his threat 
to pull the plug on the radio equip 
ment if the public objects to the 
use of the air except for forward 
passes 
in the stadiums of the 
league. 
“If the practice brings discredit 
to the game, if it develops into a 
fiasco, if it becomes objectionable 
and if the people who pay 
the

JERUSALEM (HP.) — The Israeli 
Knesset (parliament) gave Premi­ 
er David Ben-Gurion a 76-13 vote 
of confidence today on his policy 
of retaliation against Arab terror­ 
ism and his demand for Israeli 
right of passage in the Suez Canal, 
Ben-Gurion told the lawmakers 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser was Israel’s No. I enemy 
but he said there had been “some 
improvement” in Israel’s prospects 
for freedom of navigation in the 
Suez Canal. 
Ben-Gurion said Israel still re­ 
serves “freedom of action in case 
Iraqi troops enter Jordan but he 
told the Knesset there had been 
eome improvement in this situation 
too—a reference to Iraq’s decision 
to send its troops only to the Jor­ 
dan border. 
His speech coincided with state­ 
ments in a Cairo newspaper by Maj. 
Gen. Hakim Amer, Egyptian de­ 
fense minister and commander of 
Egypt’s armed forces, that his men 
would “enter into battle immedi­ 
ately” if Israel attacked any Arab 
state. 
It was Amer’s firat statement on 
the tense Middle East situation 
since the recent large-scale Israeli 
raids on Jordan. 
It was believed 
intended to quiet Arab criticism 
that Egypt was too preoccupied 
with the Suez crisis to live up to 
its commitments to the Arab states. 
Ben - Gurion’s statement today 
ended three days of debate on Is­ 
rael’s security and foreign affairs 
policy. 
Opposition 
parties 
had 
wanted even tougher military ac­ 
tion than mere retaliation but both 
sides agreed that full-scale war 
should be avoided. 
ISRAEL FILES 
COUNTER-COMPLAINT 
UNITED NATIONS W —Israel 
filed a counter-complaint against 
Jordan today for consideration by 
the United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil when it renews debate on the 
Palestine situation on Friday. 
Jordan last Monday asked the 
council to hear its charge that 
Israeli troops staged an unpro­ 
voked and premeditated attack on 
four Jordanian border villages.

Low Mississippi 
Level Threat 
To Valley Area 


ST. LOUIS (JR—An expected rec­ 
ord low water level on the Mis­ 
sissippi River was described today 
as posing a grave threat to com­ 
munities and industry in the mid­ 
continent region. 
Movement of oil, coal and other 
bulk shipments by barge on the 
middle Mississippi may be com­ 
pletely halted during December, 
January and February. 
The effects of the low water will 
be felt in the Mississippi Valley 
from Chicago to New Orleans. The 
Corps of Engineers said only two 
conditions can prevent the crisis: 
Heavy and continuous rainfall in 
the upper tributaries or increas­ 
ed diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan. 
The engineers said record lows 
on the Mississippi between Alton, 
111., and Cairo, 111., can be ex­ 
pected in the same 'periods of 
succeeding years until the present 
prolonged drought on the Great 
Plains is decisively broken. 
Unless the drought is broken, 
the Mississippi at St. Louis is ex­ 
pected to fall below the record 
minus 6.2 stage after Nov. 20 and 
may continue downward. The en­ 
gineers said commercial naviga­ 
tion will be practically at a stand­ 
still at the minus 7.0 stage antici­ 
pated about Dec. I. 
This would seriously affect the 
Chicago 
and upper 
Mississippi 
areas by creating a shortage of 
fuel oil and coal.
